Of the ECLIPSES, A 1669. 
A Ccording to the moſt exacteſt Rules of Aſtronomy, 


there will be cncly Two Eclipſes in this preſent 
Year, 1069. and thoſe onely too, of the Sun; And 
there will happen no Eclipſe of he Moon this Year, The 
reaſon thereof, is ( according to the moſt Famous and 
Learned Aſtronomer, /obarncs Replerus in his Epitom : 4 
ſftrono pag. $81. ) Given in theſe following words, 

Dnardo Nowiluninm, et centrale fete, hoc ed, quande cen- 
trun Penumbre Lune per centrum Hiſci terre , vel proxime 
tranſit, Plenilunia cir: umſlantia tranicrunt fine Eclipſe & vi- 
cih. 

Fieri poteſt, ut due Nor itania cen i vel qual contin- 
tant uni, ſemeftris inter iti, unn ant? Solis Afogeum, 
a'terum foft illud; qu» caſu tete anno ,L, nullum contine 
get Plenilaniam Eclipticum. 

So that, from bee, no Lunar Eclipſe can de expected 
to happen in th's Year, 1669 becauſe, in this very Year, 
theſe before mentioned Rules, ſcem fully to take places 
There being Two Central Eclipſes with in the ſpace of Six 
Months, viz. the one Jn Ai, befere the Sun comes to bis 
Agen; and the other in Offcher ; when he is paſt his 
Aprgenn and in regard they fall cut exaRly in che Eclip- 
tick, Mere can be no Luvar Eclipſe, according to the afore- 
ſaid Rules of Kepley. Notwichſtanding, 41 golus, that emi- 
nent Aſtroncmer and Philoſopher, of 7adus in Italy, would 
have the Moon, this Year, to be eclipſed on the gthof Aprils 
which is quite contraty to the former Precepts of Kepler, 
and the Vrirciples of other Learnzd Afronomers. For
